When coming around the 
T)urand 


curve Engineer Lepper noticed that 'the 
baggage 'c'nr wa's off 
the- track 
and.: 


bulfiping nlon^' on the rails. Without de- 
lay he applied the nir and emergency 
brake and getting the train under-con- 
trol, when the switch at the Pierce Kn- 
fcinj. Cc. game in sight and • he knew 
that an accident could not be avoided. 
Just before the locomotive struck the 
switch, the speed having been reduced to 
perhaps fifteen miles an hour, he yelled 
to his nremnn, KugCJie D. Mend, 2000 
Kinzic street, to jump. Tlie firemnn took 
the.-advice ami leaped of! the 'tra:n, 
falling ns lie struck the ground. 
Then 


the big engine struck the switch and 
over it went with a crash, striking on 
the lie ft side, plowing quite a distance 
into the earth, directly to tlie northeast, 
carrying the east main 'tracks with it 
for hundreds of feet. 
Engineer Lepper 


did not expect to escape alive when he 
went down with the engine, but found 
thai he was not hurt. Tho first thing 
he did was to pull open the steam valve 
and permit the steam to escape; then 
lie; crawled out nnd found his llreumn, 
wHo had escaped with a few cuts on the 
chin arid face, f His next move was to 
view the coaches nnd he was happy to 
iiote that all were upright and no one 
kil!6d.' 


PANIC AMONG PASSENGERS. 


When the crash came the end of the 


baggage car struck the tender of the 
locomotive and it was stove in.. Stan- 
ley'-'Snllivan, baggageman, wns thrown 
about the car like a rubber ball, and 
landed -against coil of wire, sustaining 


slight injuries. Others in tho cur 


•were not hurt i 
v.t, nil.. The. smoker buck 


of the baggnge car, crushed into tlie end 
.and ii was considerably \Vrocked, the 
toilet room being torn to pieces. .From 
seventy-live to ono 'hundred passengers 
inv'-'the cor became panic stricken, as 
they^.were thrown over the seats nnd 
agft'inst one another.

TRACKS TORN UP.

shifted and the vessel capsized.

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PRISON CONTRACT LABOR. 


'. 
Considerable has boon written concern 


• ing the bad effects of prison labor of lato 
' years, but regrettable to state, with not 
: 
much apparent effect. 
The prison con- 


: tract labor feature conceals the worst of 
:. 'the evil, for it lies in this that contract- 


ors in various states nre enabled to con- 
trol not only tlio manufactured products 
of one state, Imt the products of a num- 
ber of states.- It has been claimed by 
those opposing doing away with this in 
jurious prison contract labor that it is 
necessary to keep prison inmates cm- 
ployed and that as n fact the market is 


• not affected by any such system. 
But 


testimony does prove that the open or 


. 
free market !s affected and honest labor 


•' seriously injured by such goods as the 


prisons manufacture. 


Now York is trying the plan of having 


her convicts only employed upon pro- 
ducts of manufacture used in the state 
institutions, and not upon any article 
manufactured thnt cun compete in the 
honest market. This admittedly docs de- 
prive some honest or outside l«bor of 
work, but it does not compete at nil in 
the market, and to this extent bears 


• down no prices or bears rtown no labor 


rates of wages and salaries. Our own 
state could do this and likely there 
would be found enough work to keep tho 


• state convicts reasonably well employed 


in one way and another in supplying the 
needs of the various state and county in- 
stitutions. 


But if not in this way there w but one 


other way to find work for prisoners, 
and this is upon public works such :if> 
Making roadways. 
In Wisconsin alone 


:here is sufficient work of this kind, thnt 
at present is done by no sort of labnr, 
to keep for years every convict the state 
has, busy at active work. 


The press is taking up this iniquitous 


sywtc.ni of forced prison contract labor 
or the piece price system of prison labor 
and to its great credit'denounces tho 
system as one decidedly injurious to all 
honest men. 
One of the 
bureaus 
at 


Washington connected with the depart- 
ment of labor and of commerce lias been 
investigating into the many complaints 
being made by manufacturers in various 
parts of the country as to the invas- 
ions and bud effects of this prison con- 
tract labor system and docs not hesi- 
tate to pronounce the opinion that this 
prison labor competing with honest la- 
bor is assuming a forbidding aspect. This 
particular bureau has made a searching 
examination into different phases of con- 
vict contract labor nnd the results are 
placed before the country in all its hid- 
«ousnes3. ITS summarizing the results of 
tho investigating bureau a Washington 
ipecial correspondent soys: 


"The bureau finds well taken the com- 


plaint of tho manufacturers employing 
free labor that such competition is ruin- 
ous and unfair, demoralizing to market* 


• and business stability, compelling the re- 


duction of prices below a fair margin 
if profit, and often below the cost of 
production. 
'"Wages arc forced to tlic lowest limit." 
reads the report, "in a vain effort 
to 


lower the cost of production to that of 
the prison contractor. In some cases a. 
ieterioration of quality of material used, 
md in others an entire abandonment to 
the prisons of the manufacture of cer- 
tain grades of goods, has become ncces- 
lary. 


Prison-made furniture, for instance, it 


is pointed out, has compelled the aban- 
donment to the prisons of certain lines. 


• One contractor controls the output of 


seven prisons in five states, and he is 
able to greatly undersell his competitors 
making the same lino of poods. 


Manufacturer* of tho same grade of 


; brushes os arc made in prisons, it was 
1 found, must fiell at cost, and rely for 
'"• their profit on better grade*. The con- 


sumer who buys the bettor brush is thus 


, compelled io pny a profit, which the con- 


sumer of the poorer brush should have 
paid-. Similar conditions were found in 


.-•the nmnufncl.uro of brooms. 


It was discovered that the s(or-k ynvd 


• markets in Chicago for wood-bound i>nou- 


-ern<»e has heen practically abandoned to 
tho'pri*01"'1 TI'e samc is imP' !t !s Sni(1' 
of tho manufacture of saddle trees nnd 
blncksnako whips. 


Much attention was spent during the 


investigation to the competition in the 
.wilo of clothing. It was found that one _ 


1 clothing contractor controls tho product j 
.. of eight prisons in • six states, Manu-1 


facturcrs declare thnt the .making of 
working shirts, trousers and overalls by 
the prisons affects the prices and sales 
of the entire products of their factories." 


It is scon from this that whatever lino 


of manufacture the prisons take up lion 
est labor is seriously" displaced in that 
line of manufacture. But at least while 
public sentiment permits this prison la- 
bor competing-with honest labor it cer- 
tainly should at least compel every arti- 
cle of these prison made goods to bear 
the prison manufactured label that all 
men1 may sco what they aro.buying. As 
the new pure food law will require 'the 
proper labeling of food 
products 
it 


equally should compel the labeling/ of 
prison made goods. A national law ban 
do this wherever the interstate market 
is sought, and generally the prison .made 
goods in one state nro sold in other 
states, thus making the products of 'an 
interstate nature which congress can con- 
trol. 


The next Wisconsin legislature can 


materially change the present system of 
employing convicts and certainly can re- 
quirn that imy prison made goods shflll 
bo so labeled. 


PERHAPS A MISTAKE. 


It is trnc enough thnt no secretary of 


state desires citizens promiscuously ex- 
amining books and records of his office 
for purposes unknown or known. But it 
is true thnt all such records are public 
property. -Therefore what i? a secretary 
to do? If he i« n wise secretary he can 
so manage tho private citizen who wants 
to find out something, thnt cither the in- 
formation is imported, or else tho citizen 
is hopelessly entangled in mares of fig- 
ures and pile* of books and-gives it up. 


But when n. political party in its plat- 


form resolves upon nn examination, and 
upon the rostrum 'Republican orators 
have declared how perfectly lovely every- 
thing is, and. how economically the state 
has been managed, what then should a 
secretary of state do! The natural idea 
would be he should welcome the sleuths 
and bid them do their worst. 'The Demo- 
crat investigating committee or commis- 
sion with its experts arc. .met by the 
secretary with. something, so it is stated, 
'different. There is not to be- tho entire- 
ly free and insistent examination looked 
for, that is thcvo is not to be a rampag- 
ing nround at all. 


The secretary of state, Mr..Houscr, Is 


cmlited with the plan of requiring these 
pestiferous Democrats to do their examl- 
"nation in a regular court proceeding 
method. There arc to be stenographers 
nnd that sort of thing, and if the pro- 
ceedings arc not misunderstood, the 
Democratic partisans will have to con- 
duct their examination of the affair* of 
the state and of their management as 
might be shown from the books and 
records in this office, with a solemnity 
and deference to form thnt will give 
them a fre^h idea of the dignity of this 
great state as is illustrated in its secre- 
tary of state. 


And yet after all Republican boasts of 


the successful management of state mat- 
ters since Peck's time hove been made so 
frequently thnt such may not be denied, 
to say nothing of economy-and money 
saved the state. This being so, being the 
truth, why not Secretary ilouscr called 
the Democratic 
bluff 
nnd turn them 


loose on the books,though it would have 
been entirely in place if the rosiest 
hud been made that former Secretary 
Cunningham conducted the investigation. 


An examination of such an order as 


called for should bo welcomed not sur- 
rounded with such form as will give the 
opponents of tho Republican party any 
opportunity to criticise and make party 
capital out of. The results of such con- 
firming Republican chiims would boo^t 
the Democratic engineers with their own 
petard and confound them utterly. 


THE PAN AMKK1CAN CONGKE<S. 
The results of the present session of 


the Pan American congress at Rio Jan- 
eiro will not be adverse to any expecta- 
tions formed of the proceedings at Wash- 
ington, and that great good is to be at- 
tninsd through tho attendance of so in- 
fluential a member of our government as 
is Secretary Root, io positively certain, 
Ths convention is now formally organ- 
ized and was fittingly begun after tho 
election of tho permanent president by 
a vote of thanks to the United States 
for its beneficent labors In Inducing the 
warring Central American governments 
to enter into peace negotiations, and a- 
great and convincing address by Secre- 
tary Root. 


It is known that these South American 


governments do not all view the Monroo 
doctrine of ours'in the same light, and 
on the part of some is a distrust, that 
in our assumed guardianship may lie 
something more than the assumption of 
a virtue nnd a desire to keep /iff Europ- 
ean governments, 
Not all think this, 


however, but there is a sort of a belief 
that the United State* has not gone far 
enough and should have, resisted tho at- 
tempt of nny government to collect from 
another by force on this continent. This 
view we have not as yet adopted, nnd 
have ourselves rather been peremptory 
in a couple of instances. 


South American governments at this 


congress may accept the Draco doctrine 
that opposes any foreign power collecting 
from any American power debts claimed 
to be diie by force, but mint resort to 
the courts anil prove their cnse. There 
is-somc force in this, more force than has 
ns yot appealed to our diplomats, for 
Uip'r« nrc many Americans who are .di«- 
trustful that if the use of force Is object- 
ed to, that sooner or later the thin edge 
will be crossed and Mils country be 
forced to appear also with force to eject 
the intruders loading to unexpected com- 
plications nnd a foreign war on sen and 
by land/ 
'Secretary Root is an able diplomat and 
may bo trusted to represent hi* country 
ably and successfully. Our Monroe doc- 
trine in his hands will bfi expounded as 
President Roosevelt himself would ex- 
pound, and »»y misunderstanding jaadt 


perfectly clear, with at the termination 
of the congress the position of'the Unit- 
ed States being made stronger than,ever, 
stronger because of'the more perfect ac- 
quaintance and better understanding of 
o great doctrine, ' 


THE GOVERNMENT'S INTENTION'S. 
The intentions of-'the government re- 


garding .the Grand Jury investigation 
now in progress in Chicago is semi- 
officially stated-'not to be the personal 
annoyance of such men high in the cor- 
poration as is or has been J. D. S.ocke- 
fcller, but to .elicit the truth that this- 
great oil corporation has through various 
'secret .means been", receiving highly val- 
uable favors by which their enormous 
wealth has been amassed. 


It is very well established through the 


testimony edueed by the 
Garfleld . in- 


vestigating commission that freight rates 
have, been'so manipulated that others in 
the business had no knowledge but plen- 
ty of suspicion that they were being 
done up by - the Standard and the-rail- 
roads. These .processes have been de- 
scribed and consisted of so arranging the 
freights for the-independents that it was 
practically impossible to compete with 
tho Standard,.or by making a rate for 
the big fellow and'so-concealed in the 
mass of figures of tariffs that no one 
noticed. The present inquiry relates at 
present to a complaint' that certain 
charges that should be due on storage 
were not collected, and .while not of it- 
self coming within a gun shot of account- 
ing for the enormous dividends of the 
octopus, yet all contributed to the re- 
sults. 


'it is more likely the system charged 


of manipulating the tariff sheets left the 
Standard at liberty to control immense 
ureas and therefore to fix prices as they 
minded, knowing their opponents had no 
chance at all. But it is clear enough 
that no amount of such fines as might lie 
levied if the jury finds guilt, will deter 
tho great corporation from going right 
along ns before so long m they may find 
centring roads to assist them, and arc 
permitted to charge higher or lower as 
seen fit, that competitors be driven.out 
of the field. Whnt is needed is that the 
practices be stopped.

laundering. 
For white silk waist* the 


best ringing water should be slightly 
blued and no waists or ribbons ever 
washed in hot water. Make a lather of 
tepid water, rubbing no soap directly on 
the fabric. If the garment is much soiled, 
soak it first in a'little borax water. Aft- 
er rinsinjr in several waters it should be 
wrapped ill a soft cloth, tho moisture to 
be pressed, not wrung, out of it. It can 
be ironed at once while still wet, but a 
piece of thin muslin must be put between 
the iron and tho silk, so long as a bit of 
moisture remains in it, otherwise the 
iron will streak the fabric in a way that 
is difficult to remove. When the silk is 
quite dry nnd fairly smooth, it may be 
finally ironed over lightly without the in- 
tervening muslin. If a little firmness and 
gloss arc liked in the silk, a toaspoonful 
of prepared glue to a quart of water may 
be added to the last rinsing water.

The cheap- 
est of these prints arc gaudy snd will 
not stand washing. The better quality 
arc in fast colors and arc very good in 
design and coloring.

the fruit again. 


The southern laundress ties a lump of 


arrowroot in a thick cotton cloth, und 
boils it with fine white pieces to give 
them a dainty odor more delightful than 
that from satchet powder.

only spreads it. 


Wooden spoons and paddles are indis- 


pensable- if there is much pickle making 
to bo done in tho home, and even for the 
pickle dish on the dining table a smnll 
wooden spoon, daintily carved, can be 
kept more attractive than a silver or 
plated one that needs constant polishing. 


Celery can be kept for a week or long-

According to the records in the ollice 


of John liulbert, n. clerk of the circuit 
court, four hundred and fifty foreign- 
ers have taken out second papers and 
ore now full fledged citizens of the Uni- 
ted States. Every day applications arc 
made by others and when Judge Reldcn 
holds court in the latter port of August 
it is safe to say there will be one or 
two hundred more' ready to take out 
papers. 


Copies of the complete law have been 


received and it goes into effect on Sep- 
tember 27. 


The municipal and district courts.ow- 


ing to the provisions of the new law, 


will be unable to issue citizenship pa- 
pers after the statute goes into effect,, 
as it provides that only courts having 
a seal, a clerk, and unlimited jurisdic- 
tion in law and equity may issue citi- 
zenship papers. The municipal and dis- 
trict courts have no seals.' 


Another provision of the new law 


is to the ffect that persons who have 
declared their intention 
of 
beeoromg 


citizens prior to Sept. 27 may take out 
their second papers under the old law, 
even after the new law has become ef- 
fective. All the applicant need to do to- 
receive the benefit of the low price of 
the present law is to show his declara-' 
tion of intention dated prior to Sept. 27, 
1006.

We deem him our peer and 
treat him as such; but ho will not come 
oat and take the place ho could have at 
once before the world, I thought of him 
and wished him to eee this Cutoff as 
soon as you showed it to me.

Employed-Pay Bolls Eight Per 


Cent Heavier iu Establish- 


ments Investigated.' 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13—A report 


was issued by the bureau of labor today 
of an investigation into wages and hours 
of labor in 1!)05 in the principal manu- 
facturing and mechanical industries of 
the United States. The report gives the 
average wages and hours of labor and 
the number of employes in identical'es- 
tablishments in both 1904 and 
1905. 


While the figures are not exhaustive for 
the United States the1 report says: "It 
is believed they arc fairly representa 
tive of the industries investigated. 


INCREASE OF 1.0% 


Continuing the report says: "The re 


suits of this investigation show that in 
inOo the average wages per hour in the 
principal manufacturing and mechanical 
industries of the country were 1.0 per 
cent higher than in 1004; that the aver- 
age hours of labor per week remained 
the same as in 1004, and.that C.3 per 
cent more persons were employed in the 
establishments investigated. 
As there 


was no reduction in the average hours 
of labor per week the average weekly 
earnings per employe were 1.0 per cent 
higher than in 1904. As there was an 
increase iu the number .of employes as 
well as in the weekly earnings per em- 
ploye, there was a considerable increase 
in the weekly earnings of all employes, 
or in other words, in the amount of the 
weekly pay roll. This increase was eight 
per cent in the establishments, investi- 
gated.

"When (he figures of this article relat- 


ins to wage; mid hours of labor nnd 
those of the succeeding article relating 
to retail prices of food are brought to- 
gether it is seen that the retail prices of 
food, due weight being given 
to 
the 


quantity and cost of the different com- 
modities consumed, were O.G per cent 
higher in 1005 than in 1904. As the av- 
erage wages per hour increased more 
than the retail prices of food, the pur- 
chasing power of wages increased. 
In 


1905 the purchasing power of both hour- 
ly and weekly wages was one per cent 
higher than in 1904; or, expressed in 
other words, an hour's wages in 100D 
would purchase 1 per cent more food 
than an hour's wages in 1004."
